"The driver who makes an 
error in judgment,” the safety 
officer pointed out, "‘finds 
himself headed for a rear-end 
collision or off the road." 


— Reduce your speed. 

— Follow cars ahead at a 
much longer distance. 

— Plan maneuvers far ahead. 
Avoid sudden changes in 
direction. 

— Keep your windshield and 
windows clear. Replace 
streaking wjper blades that 
.have gone dead from exposure 
to sun, wind,’ice and oily film 


That’s a dangerous attitude, 
Chmielewski pointed out, 
because the worst of winter is 
probably just ahead.

Distributive Education is a 
business education course at 
Agawam High School which 
offers an alternative to 
education for business majors 
at the high school. The course is 
set up to offer interested 
students an education in the 
area of distribution and 
retailing. 

The Distributive Education 
course was started in January 
1973 with a total enrollment of 
13 students, all juniors, under 
the teaching of Robert Lester. 
The course has grown since 
then to sixty-six students at all 
three levels, sophmore, junior, 
and senior, with two teachers, 
Robert Lester and Peter 
Lowrey. 

Currently, students are 
receiving an education from 
two sides of the business world; 
(1) the actual retailing 
background covering all areas 
of distribution and retailing, 
and (2) the personal side of 
business; learning to cope with 
problems that arise on the job, 
understanding their employers 
and fellow employees, looking 
at each student’s personal 
reason for working, and the 
gains that each receive from 
working. 

Each , year of the program 
leads to new issues arising at 
each level. 

The Sophmore Year — 
students at this year are taught 
the basics of retailing and 
explore career opportunities 
that are available to them after 
school. 

The Junior Year — during 
this year the students work with 
more extensive skills in 
retailing and actually operate 
the school store and all of its 
phases; buying, selling, 
bookkeeping, inventory control, 
cashiering, advertising, etc. 
The juniors start to explore and 
develop job applications and 
interviewing procedures which 
will help them acquire a job for 
their senior year. 

The Senior Year — this year 
the seniors are required to 
procure a job for themselves. 
All students that do are entitled 
to leave school at 12:00 noon and 
work. 

During class the students go 
over and develop skills and

Early dictation machines 
were equipped with short¬ 
lived recording media like 
wax cylinders. Later, electric 
amplifiers were added along 
with microphones. 

After World War II, such 
refinements as backspacing 
to simplify review and im¬ 
proved voice quality were in¬ 
troduced. The wax cylinder 
was succeeded by vinyl belts 
which could be folded. 

As offices began to auto¬ 
mate, recording equipment 
underwent a big change. In¬ 
dividual units were replaced 
by whole systems allowing 
for remote dictation from 


office to word processing 
centers. 

Today, recorded dictation 
units are supplanting the 
memo pad in many offices. 
IBM now offers a variety of 
input dictation systems in¬ 
cluding portable units and 
those using dial and push¬ 
button telephones. 

These new dictation ma¬ 
chines, which allow for back¬ 
up review and correction 
capability, would prove a 
wonder to Edison whose 
hearing problem didn’t stop 
him from launching what 
has become the multi-million 
dollar industry of recording 
sound.

PINEAPPLE UPSIDE-DOWN CAKE 
3 Tbsps. melted butter

5 pineapple slices 
5 Maraschino cherries 
V 4 cup butter or shortening 
IV 4 cups all-purpose flour 
2 tsps. baking powder 
V 2 tsp. salt 
% cup sugar 


i V 2 cup milk 
1 egg, whole 
% tsp. vanilla 

Mix melted butter and brown sugar. 
Spread evenly over bottom of "Teflon" 
coated 10-inch bake pan. Arrange pine¬ 
apple slices over butter-sugar mix. 
Center cherry in each pineapple slice. 
Cream butter. Mix and sift ingredients, 
adding to butter alternately with milk. 
Add egg and vanilla. Beat batter thor¬ 
oughly until all ingredients are well- 
- 1 blended. Spoon into pan on top of pinej 
apple slices. Bake in pre-heated 350° 
oven 35-40 minutes. Cool slightly and 
turn upside down on cake plate. Up¬ 
side-Down Cake keeps well in airtight 
container or refrigerator.
